There will be no property tax rate 
in the City of Yorba Linda in the 
1976-77 fiscal year. 

That one sentence is a summation 
of considerable time spent, millions 
of words uttered and much thought 
given to the recommendation of City 
Administrator Art Simonian that the 
city institute a $1 per $100 of 
assessed valuation in the fiscal year 
of July 1 to June 30, 1977. 

The City Council Monday night

gave Simonian the 25% in the 
reserve fund which he said was 
necessary for the city’s financial 
welfare. 

This was accomplished by 
deleting $200,000 from the recon- 
struction of Lakeview north of Buena 
Vista and another $200,000 for 
acquisition of property north of 
Valley View for additional park area. 

Simonian has an adopted budget 
of $2,698,949 to operate the city on 
the ‘‘pay as you go”’ basis that has 


been in vogue for nine years. 

Slightly more than $1,350,000 is in 
the General Fund and almost the 
same amount in restricted funds. 
The deletion of the $400,000 leaves a 
reserve of $936,000 or slightly more 
than 25%. 

Regarding the deletions, the 
council approved two suggestions of 
Councilman Doug Groot that a 
committee be formed to study the 
feasibility of a park bond issue and a 
capital improvement task force be 


created to look into a five yediitan 
for storm drains and street projects. 

Surviving in the budget was the 
controversial $8,000 subsidy to the 
Chamber of Commerce. Council 
decided not to restore the $70,000 
request for the Siesta Lane storm 
drain project. 

Added was $2,000 for the George 
Machado Memorial with a stipula- 
tion that if a Councilman Whit 
Cromwell proposal that it be 
underwritten by public subscription 


of funds works out the city dollars 
not be expended. 

Reluctantly approved was $4,000 
to the Yorba Linda School District for 
rental of facilities at $4 per hour for 
the city’s recreation program. 
Tossed out was a request for $5,000 
for an after-school athletics program 
at the Jr. High School. 

At the suggestion of Councilman 
Irwin Fried regarding the Valley 
View park site, the council 
authorized Simonian and the City 
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Attorney to attempt to negotiate a 
binder agreement on the property to 
insure that it will be available for 
purchase in the next fiscal year. 

The Monday night action was a 
culmination of several budget study 
sessions by the council and two 
‘‘Town Hall’ meetings last week. 

At the latter most of the testimony 
from the public was in opposition to 
the tax rate being initiated. Just 
under 60 persons attended the first 
session and between 60 and 70 were 
at the second session.

3. The receiving district, the 
Placentia Unified School District, 
would make every effort to employ 
personnel of the Fullerton Union 
High School District according to 
need on a reverse seniority basis. 
The pupil/teacher ratios of the 
Placentia Unified School District 
would be used as a basis for the 
number of employees to be 
employed. 


4. Personal property subject to 
division by the Education Code 
would remain with the Fullerton 
Union High School District. 

5. The position of the Placentia 
Unified School District is subject to 
change as changes in school finance 
legislation, school district organiza- 
tion legislation or other circum- 
stances may warrant. 

The paper continues: The staff 
further recommends that the Yorba 
Linda School District agree to the 
following conditions: 

1. Any future building in the 
district would be according to the 
master plan of the district. 

2. Any need to improve plants and 


educational programs of either 
district would have to proceed 
according to a priority order 


determined by the health, safety and 
educational needs of the students. 
3. The Yorba Linda School District 
residents would bring a bonded 
indebtedness to the union equiva- 
lent to the bonded indebtedness of 
the Placentia Unified School 
District. :

Planners Tour 
Area Cities 


Development patterns in the City 
of Orange, Tustin and the Lido 
Village section of Newport Beach 
were viewed by the Planning 
Commission and Main Street 
merchants last week. 

The tour was a workshop exercise 
in connection with the commission’s 
study of a Civic Center Overlay 
Zone. The merchants were interest- 
ed because of plans of rehabiliting 
the central business district, which 
would fall within the zone. 

Planning Director Phil Paxton 
first called attention to the many 
former residences on Chapman 
Avenue in Orange which had been 
converted to commercial zoning. 
The houses are used for a wide 
variety of office and service 
businesses. 

The group, which included all five 
planning commissioners and Jack 
Bisson and Pat and Ken Westland, 


Main Street merchants, took a brief 
walk around the rehabilitated down 
town area of Orange. They saw 
considerable improvements which 
have been accomplished over the 
past five to seven years. 

In Tustin a multiplicity of office 
buildings along a main thoroughfare 
were viewed. Of interest was minor 
setbacks from the street but most of 
the buildings were fronted by heavy 
landscaping. These office buildings 
also featured rear and side parking. 


The attention getters in Lido 
Village were a profusion of varied 
size concrete planters, lamp posts 
with triple globe lighting and 
hanging pots, many shops with 
flower filled window boxes, 
courtyards separating buildings, 
fountains and brick street-side walks 
at the same level with curbs 
designated by white paint. 


Parking Ban Rejected

Bee Stings 
Bothering 
Populace 


The problem of the increasing 
number of bees and the resultant 
effect on those who are allergic to a 
sting from the poisonous insects is 
on the agenda of the Planning 
Commission meeting tonight (Wed- 
nesday) at 7:30 p.m. in the 
multipurpose room of the Public 
Library. 

Although the large apiaries have 
moved to uncrowded areas such as 
Riverside County, the increase of 
bees locally has concerned the many 
people for whom a sting is extremely 
dangerous, and possibly fatal. 

Because of this danger, Placentia, 
Fullerton, and other cities do not 
permit bee keeping. Without local 
hives, pollination is no problem, as 
bees will travel at least three miles in 
any direction, according to profes- 
sional apiarists. 

It is hoped those who are 
concerned with the potential danger 
of bee stings will attend the meeting 
tonight. 


Urges Water 
Conservation 


Predictions for an unusually 
prolonged and dry summer and 
autumn has prompted Yorba Linda 
County Water District general 
manager Ralph Shook to ask district 
water users to adopt normal 
conservation methods. 

‘‘We’re asking our customers to 
check indoor and outdoor faucets 
and toilet tanks for leaks and place 
automatic times on lawn sprinklers. 
An exceptionally dry year is 
expected,’’ Shook said. 

Shook suggested that those who 
don’t have sprinkler timers can 
utilize a simple kitchen timer to keep 
track of the time sprinklers should 
run, usually no more than 15 
minutes at any one watering. 

Savings in the water bill will more 


than pay for such a timer, he said. - 


‘‘Prime crime’’ hours and the two 
officers assigned to the city should 
not be occupied with ‘‘writing 
tickets.’’ Goodell also noted the 
administrative time far exceeded the 
enforcement time. 

The committee listened to 
representatives of the Rolling View 
Estates Homeowners Association 
who protested street parking in that 
tract. They were told that the 
covenant on home owners should be 
enforced which requires off street 
parking. 

It was agreed to control the 
problem by existing ordinances. 

Crosswalks in the Presley 
Subdivision were rejected in favor of 
posting signs and marking streets 
with ‘‘Ped X-ing’’ signs. Kellogg 
will be restriped to provide a left 
turn lane into Arroyo Cajon. 

A request for a three way stop sign 
at Bastanchury and Eureka was 
defeated despite the pleas of two 
area residents. They argued that 
the narrowing of Bastanchury at that 
point creates many ‘‘tire squealing”’ 
situations and that it is difficult to 
back safely into the street from their 
yards. 

It was explained that improve- 
ments are scheduled in the area 
which should help but that a three 
way stop sign might create more 
problems for traffic than it would 
solve. 


Addy Dies 


Memorial services were held 
Saturday for John Francis Addy, a 
long time resident of this area and 
for 16 years superintendent of the 
Placentia Unified School District. 

Addy died Wednesday at Good 
Samaritan Hospital in Anaheim 
following a long illness. He was 72at 
the time of his death. 

A native of Iowa, Addy taught 
school in that state before moving to 
Yorba Linda where he taught in the 
elementary school district there. 
After serving as vice principal at 
Fullerton High School he became an 
assistant superintendent for PUSD 
before accepting the top post. 

A past president of the Placentia 
Rotary Club, Addy also was active in 
Boy Scout work and received the 
Silver Beaver Award, Scouting’s 
highest adult honor. He was twice 
president of the North Orange 
County Council of Boy Scouts and 
was honored by the Sth District 
PTA for outstanding service to the 
community. 

He is survived by his wife Dorothy 
of Fullerton, a daughter, a brother, 
two sisters and four grandchildren. 

Addy donated his body to science. 
Memorial gifts in his name will be 
accepted by the Orange County 
Council of Boy Scouts.

Bike Trip Report 


Jim Enright, who is in contact 
with the four Yorba Linda youths 
making a cross-country bicycle trip, 
has furnished an account of their 
progress to date. The quartet is 
comprised of Jeff Hammett, Doug 
Hundley, George Panagatacos and 
Frank Carrillo. 

Enright reports: 

Just two weeks into their two 
month cross-country bike trip, the 
Yorba Linda foursome reached 
Texas last Sunday after leaving from 
Oceanside earlier this month. 

All four have had very few 
problems on their way to Texas 
although they were slightly delayed 
.with a few flat tires this past week. 

‘‘So far the trip has been really 
good and exciting although the 
desert is getting boring, it seems 
like it will never end,’’ Hundley 
pointed out in his letter. 

Heat has been a strong factor 
against the group’s daytime travel. 
Temperatures have reached in 
excess of 110 degrees in Arizona and 
California. Most of the traveling has 
been in the early morning and late 
evening as planned, even though 
they added night riding into the 
schedule. 

‘On one or two occasions we rode 


all night and came into a town in the 
early morning and slept all day,” 
stated Hundley. 

The heat was sometimes s0 
unbearable that the group did very 
little cycling in the day. They have 
made very good time so far, good 
enough so that they have altered 
their plans as of last week and hope 
to ride all the way to the East Coast.

The number of customers served 
by the Yorba Linda County Water 
District increased from 7,576 in 
April, 1975 to 8,170 as of April 1, 
1976, an increase of 594 new 
connections, general manager 
Ralph Shook has announced.

Burlingame----Teachers 
overwhelmingly voted for 
local units of the California 
Teachers Association 
(CTA/NEA) ‘to represent 
them as sole bargaining 
agents under the state’s 
new educational employee 
collective bargaining law in 
spring ‘‘consent elections” 
that ended June 16, it was 
announced today. 

The Placentia Unified 
School District teachers’ 
bargaining unit, the Placen- 
tia Unified Education Asso- 
ciation, is also an affiliate of 
the California Teachers 
Association/National Edu- 
cation Association. 

CTA President Stephen 
H. Edwards Jr. reported 
that CTA/NEA units won 23 


of the 25 elections held and ° 


have officially challenged 
two elections, with possible 
runoffs in the fall. The 
winning elections involved 
some 5,280 teachers, or 
about 86.2 per cent of the 
6,122 eligible to vote. 

On top of this, Edwards 
added, school boards have 
Officially recognized some 
350 CTA/NEA units involv- 
ing about 64,154 teachers, 
via the voluntary authoriza- 
tion card route. This brings 
the grand total of CTA/ 
NEA bargaining units so far 
to about 373 representing 
about 70,434 teachers, with 
more volunteer units com- 
ing in every day. 

‘*We view these elections 
victories and the voluntary 
opting for CTA/NEA as a 
trend for the voting that will 
come in the fall,’’ Edwards 
declared. ‘‘Teachers identi-
